Millions in highway 
work slated for 
north county area

A host of north Santa Barbara County highway projects have survived a major 
realignment of thinking by the California Highway Commission it was disclosed 
today. 
Some of the projects slated for construction or for other considerations are near 
or adjacent to Lompoc Valley as revealed by a report issued this week 
In a preamble to the report it was

reflects 
the 
major 
redirection 
to 
maximise cost effectiveness plus the 
whopping impact of inflation. 
“These changes are manifested in a 
massive reduction in the number of 
projects as compared to the planning 
program of previous years. 
Many large 
scale projects have been scaled down or 
dropped completely Priority is being 
given to selected projects to solve 
critical safety problems, achieve the 
most mobility on the basic system of 
interregional 
routes 
and 
to 
close 
uncompleted 
gaps 
in 
the 
existing 
highway system . 
Here are some of the projects: 
— Pavement is being repaired and 
resurfaced from one-half mile west of 
Arroyo Hondo to Gaviota Tunnel on a 
$1.2 million contract with Haskell Co. 
Completion sometime this month 
— A $3 6 million project is slated for 
reconstruction of pavement from .2 of a 
mile north to 3 6 miles north of the 
Highway 1, Highway 101 intersection at 
Las Cruces. The project will widen the 
median area and also provide truck- 
climbing lanes for uphill traffic at 
Nojoqui Grade 
Completion, October 
1975. 


— Northbound lanes of Highway 101 
near Los Alamos were reconstructed for 
$397,000 
— A section of Highway 135 near Los 
Alamos and near San Antonio Creek will 
be realigned and widened at a cost of 
$365,000 
— On Highway 246 west from Buellton 
about four miles the two-lane highway 
will be reconstructed to a four-lane 
facility at a cost of $2 7 million. Work 
will be advertised next month 
— Reconstruct and resurface four 
miles of Highway 101 near Refugio 
Beach State Park at a cost of $1.5 
million. 
— Portions of the existing pavement 
of Highway 101 will be resurfaced north 
of Old Coast Highway to 3 of a mile 
south of Santa Rosa Road south of 
Buellton, at a cost of $1.2 million 
— Correction of a slide west of the 
junction of Highways 1 and 101 at a cost 
of $55,000 
— Improvement of Highway 1 to four 
lanes from Highway 246 to Seventh 
Street in Lompoc at a cost of $150,000 
— A minor realignment and a curve 
correction on Highway 1 two m iles north 
of Burton Mesa Boulevard at a cost of 
$60,000

Mideast war clouds darken

Israeli military and political leaders 
warned today that Egypt can mount a 
100,000-man offensive across the Suez 
Canal overnight and that Syria has 
received more than 300 warplanes and 
more than 1,000 of the newest tanks 
from the Soviet Union. 
Both Arab and Israeli officials spoke 
of the growing prospect of war in the 
Middle East, and former Undersecre­ 
tary of State George W. Ball said there 
will be new fighting by next July if there 
is no new breakthrough in peace negotia­ 
tions. 
Israeli 
Defense 
Minister 
Shimon 
Peres told the Knesset (parliament) of 
the growing Syrian military strength. 
He said the Russians had resupplied 
Syria since the October 1973 war with 
military machinery “ far above that 
sufficient to fill the gap that had been 
created.” 
He said Egypt will receive 36 Mirage 
warplanes directly from France during 


the next two years. 
Reserve Maj. Gen. Ariel Sharon, who 
commanded the counterattack across 
the Suez Canal in the war, said Egypt 
had the ability to send 1,500 tanks and 
100,000 men to the other side of the 
waterway overnight to mount a new 
offensive. 
Peres said the Soviet Union has sent 
Syria 
more 
than 
300 
warplanes, 
including nearly 50 MIG23 Foxbats that 
can compete in performance with the 
U.S. Phantom fighter-bomber, and more 
than 1,000 T62 tanks The T62, with a 
115mm cannon, first went into combat in 
the October fighting. 
Additionally, he said, the Russians 
sent Scud surface-to-surface missiles, 
improved 
types 
of 
surface-to-air 
m issiles, 
hundreds 
of 
arm ored 
personnel carriers and hundreds of 
cannons and antitank guns. 
Israel accused Syria of stationing 90 
tanks along the Golan Heights cease-fire 
line instead of the 36 provided by the 


truce agreement. It said Syria also had 
stationed two artillery batteries more 
than the 18 permitted by the agreement. 
It said the U N. peace force had asked 
Syria to remove them. 
Sharon 
resigned from the Israeli 
parliament to take an emergency and 
still undisclosed military command. 
"You may as well know that the 
Egyptians are capable of transferring 
five to six divisions across the (Suez) 
canal in one night —1,500 tanks and 
about 100,000 m en,” he said “This is 
something that can happen any day ” 
In London, King Hussein of Jordan 
said in an interview published today in 
the Guardian that only the unforeseen 
can prevent the outbreak of a new 
Middle East war. He added that “ in 
certain circumstances’’ 
the 
Israelis 
could use nuclear weapons. 
“The indications are that the Israelis 
either expect, or might be thinking of 
starting, a military operation in the near 
fu tu re,” 
H ussein 
said. 
‘‘U nless 


something unforeseen happens —and 1 
hope it does — I believe the prospects of 
war are very real.” 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhab Rabin 
said in an interview published in the 
Bonn newspaper Die Welt that “a 
surprise attack will no longer catch us 
unprepared We have learned our lesson 
in the last war, and we have digested the 
lesson.”

Rockefeller to be sworn in Thursday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Nelson A Rockefeller will be sworn in as the nation’s 
41st vice president on Thursday, promptly after he is confirmed by the House, top 
congressional leaders said today.

The swearing-in ceremony will be held in the Senate and will be televised 
nationally, according to Assistant Democratic leader Robert C. Byrd. The White 
House said President Ford will attend, but is not expected to address the law­ 
makers.

Meanwhile, it was disclosed today that Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger told 
the House Judiciary Committee that he never discussed national security wiretaps 
with Rockefeller. 
. 
The wiretaps issue arose during the panel’s confirmation hearings when A. 
Russell Ash, a retired National Security Council aide, testified that he and Kissinger 
talked in 1969 about Rockefeller’s knowledge of the then-secret wiretaps. 
“ I do not recall any such conversation, although I cannot state with absolute 
certainty that it did not take place,” Kissinger said in a letter sent to the committee 
and released today 
Kissinger also said he did not talk to Rockefeller.

“I have no recollection of any conversation with Mr. Rockefeller on the matter, 


Kissinger said. “ I feel certain no such conversation took place 
The issue first arose in the White House Watergate tapes in a conversation 
between former President Richard M. Nixon and his counsel, John W. Dean III. 
Dean told Nixon he had been informed by the FBI that Rockefeller had learned of 
the taps, which had been placed on NSC aides following the leak of the Pentagon 
Papers and other military documents. Dean said that Rockefeller then discussed the 
matter with Kissinger.

Rockefeller told the committee hearings he never knew of the wiretaps until they 
were made public, and said he never discussed them with Kissinger. 
The Senate has already approved the nomination of Rockefeller to fill the vice 
presidential vacancy that has existed since Gerald Ford assumed the presidency 
Aug 9 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott told reporters after a meeting with Ford 
that Rockefeller will be sworn in one hour after the House votes Thursday. He said 
he did not expect the House to take the full time alloted for debate before it votes 
Scott praised Rockefeller and described the long congressional confirmation 
process as “a charade from the beginning.’’ Rockefeller, he said, displayed grace 
underpressure... and dignity.’’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a rush 
toward final adjournment, Senate-House 
negotiators today announced agreement 
on a $5 5 billion package to provide jobs 
and jobless benefits for Americans and a 
compromise to resume U.S. military aid 
to Turkey until Feb. 5. 
The Senate and House were expected 
to pass the agreements quickly and the 
two appropriations committees will 
reportedly provide $1 billion for the jobs 
program this week. 
The moves came as adjournment 
fever climbed in the 93rd Congress. The 
lawmakers could wind up work and go 
home for Christmas this weekend. 
President Ford has pushed hard for 
the jobs money as hundreds of thousands 
of Americans have been knocked out of 
work by the current recession. The jobs 
package includes $2.5 billion to create 
330,000 for public service jobs, $2.5 
billion to aid persons not now eligible for 
unemployment and $500,000 in loans and 
grants to provide new jobs.

C ongress 
under 
previous 
legislation cut off military aid to Turkey 
on Dec. 10, over strong warnings from 
the White House that angering the long­ 
time ally would sharply curb American 
influence in the eastern Mediterranean. 
Sen. Hubert H Humphrey, D-Minn, 
said today the Turkey aid compromise 
came on the heels of a stem personal 
warning to congressional leaders from 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger 
about possible repercussions over the 
cutoff. 
The Senate earlier voted to extend 
Turkish aid until Feb 13 but the House 
had insisted on prolonging the ban until 
Turkey agreed to remove its troops 
from Cyprus. 
Kissinger quietly slipped into the 
office of House Speaker Carl Albert 
Monday afternoon and met with leading 
congressmen, telling them he needed 
more time to help negotiate a Turkey- 
Greek peace, according to Humphrey. 
“The Secretary of State laid out the 
situation 
in 
no 
uncertain 
terms," 
Humphrey told newsmen. “ It’s all tied 


up with Turkey and Greece and the 
Middle East. If Greece and Turkey 
become antagonistic, the problems are 
multiplied.” 
Kissinger, according to Humphrey, 
would have liked more time to work 
with Turkey and Greece before military 
assistance to Ankara is again cut off 
under provisions of the foreign aid bill.

while sales increased only 0.5 per cent, a 
sign companies are producing goods 
faster than consumers are buying them 
and of even more severe production cuts 
and layoffs.

Old West boom slated for Los Alamos

Old Los Alamos is like a small smile with 
some missing teeth. The missing teeth are 
vacant lots and the teeth that are there are 
buildings that could have had better care 
But Art Wilson believes that pretty soon Los 
Alamos will be showing off an attractive toothy 
sm ile 
This town is building up.” he said last week 
“ It is not deteriorating anymore It is coming 
into its own,” 
The original Union Hotel has been born again 
and remodeled into a beautiful and popular 
restaurant and bar. A five million dollar winery 
is going in town and a western dressed complex 
of stores will soon be built there 
Wilson will be adding a big shiny tooth to Los 
Alamos when his remarkable $200,000 project is 
completed in five years He is adding a whole 
western street to the town 
There will be a bath house, jail, and general 
store, on the street for example. 
People, though, will witness a mirage, in a 
way, when they see Wilson's brightly colored 
collection of Old West buildings The buildings 
will actuallv be two-story facades that decorate 
the front of 32 single story motel rooms 
A former professional shortstop for the 
Cardinals (triple A), Wilson now owns the Sky 
View Motel and Restaurant that sit on a hill 
overlooking Highway 101 and the town of Los 
Alamos He plans to transform it into a Dodge 
City resort for family vacationers. 


“ Los Alamos is considered a western town 
anyway,” he remarked 
For recreation, guests will have at their 


disposal 
tennis 
courts, 
horseback 
riding, 
horseshoe pits, a miniature golf course, a sauna, 
and a swimming pool, (Of these, there is now 
only a swimming pool at the motel, but it will be 
replaced by a much bigger one ) 
Mini buses, in addition, will tour guests to 
outside points of interests such as La Purisima 
and Santa Ynez Missions and Solvang 
When Wilson first saw the Sky View about a 
year 
ago. 
he 
disliked 
its 
name 
and 
its 
uninspiring appearance 
But the idea of re­ 
designing the motel into looking like a western 
movie set popped into his head when he looked 
down the two straight lines of rooms, so he 
bought it. 
Designed by Dolores Pettit and Assoc, of 
Solvang. the project is more than a pipe dream 
Wilson him self has begun remodeling the motel 
rooms and bids have gone out to contractors to 
build the facades that will top them off. 
He promised, “ When you com e here it will be 
like walking into the old Republic movie set. ” 
The motel room interiors will look just as 
inviting as their outsides Each room will be 
furnished according to a period of history from 
the 1850’s to the 1940’s and named after movie 
stars like Humphrey Bogart and m ovies like 
“Gone With The Wind ” 


During 
the 
baseball 
off-season, 
Wilson 
worked as a bit actor and appeared in over 50 
movies. (Maybe you saw him in “The Alamo” 
with John Wayne ) 


His love for the movie industry is evident by 
his unusual photo collection of movie stars and 
personalities that adorns the walls of the Sky 
View Restaurant This love will be carried over 
when the motel rooms are redecorated 


The present restaurant will be remodeled in a 
colonial style, expanded to serve upward to 200 
people and redesigned to contain a banquet 
room and space for live entertainment. Now it 
seats 50 people. 
Just 
how 
much 
the 
restaurant will 
be 
enlarged depends on how much business the new 
Old West motel attracts over the next two 
years 
Wilson 
is on 
a 
five-year 
building 
program In a year and a half, the motel rooms 
(inside and out) and a mall are supposed to be 
completed Another six months and most of the 
recreational facilities are to be installed. 
While the Sky View Motel and Restaurant is 
situated on 13 acres. Wilson has signed a three- 
year legal option to buy 40 acres of land 
adjacent to it. 
“ If business is here, there is no limit to what 
you can do We may even build little cabins on 
the 40 acres,” said Wilson 
Is the business hère9 
He nodded toward Highway 101 and answered, 
“ We have thousands of cars that pass here 
every day. During the summer, we have tens of 
thousands 
Unless 
we 
have 
a 
com plete 
depression, I don’t see how we can m iss.” 
Today, 
Wilson 
employs 
eight 
people, 
excluding his wife, son, and daughter, who help 
him run the Sky View When the project is in full 
blossom, he expects to maintain a staff of 75 to 
80 employes. 
Wilson is the former owner and manager of 
eight Wilson restaurants in LA., a responsibility 
he quit after 16 years because “ there wasn't 
enough tim e in a day to do the job. ” 
Along with the above changes, the Sky View 
will get a new name. Wilson is planning a 
contest for that change

Idles thousands of coal miners 


United Press International 
The nation's energy crunch — which had motorists lined up for 
scarce gasoline last winter —has slashed into the nation's natural 
gas supplies this winter. 
Gas supplies will be cut back Monday in Tennessee, Virginia, 
New Jersey and Westchester County in New York 
Industrial users will bear the brunt of the cutbacks, touching off 
the possibility of more layoffs to glut already crowded 
unemployment 1 ines. 
A prolonged cold spell could put the gas squeeze on in other 
areas of the country. 
"Natural gas is probably right now the critical fuel as far as 
shortages are concerned,” a spokesman for the Arctic Gas 
Pipeline Co., said 
He said that wherever temperatures could drop to the teens and 
natural gas is used, there would be shortages Prolonged cold 
spells, he said, could lead to factory and school closings. 
The East Tennessee Natural Gas Co. cut natural gas to 
customers in Middle and East Tennessee and in Virginia by an 
average of 40 per cent. 
Thomas R. Bell, president of the utility, said the cutback 
involved virtually every town in East Tennessee and that 
industrial users would be hardest hit.

Sioux claim 


half of 


S. Dakota 


LINCOLN, Neb

The Sioux Indian nation has 
staked its claim to the western 
half of South Dakota by rights 
of an 1868 treaty and Indian 
lawyers say the government 
should get the white man off 
the land. 
Arguments were aired Mon­ 
day in a U.S. District Court 
hearing on the treaty rights —a 
hearing that is an outgrowth of 
the 71-day armed occupation of 
Wounded Knee, S.D., and the 
tumultuous trials which fol­ 
lowed the incident. 
Attorneys for the American 
Indian Movement contend that 
treaty rights give roughly half 
of South Dakota to the Indians 
Consequently, 
they argue, 
federal agents had no business 
at Wounded Knee, S.D., and 
federal 
charges 
stemming 
from last year’s takeover of the 
Pine Ridge Indian reservation 
hamlet are invalid and should 
be dropped. 
But the treaty rights argu­ 
ment presents even graver 
considerations, voiced in the 
opening 
statement of John 
TTiorne, a San Jose, Calif., 
attorney who is AIM’s chief 
defense counsel in the treaty 
hearing 
In his opening statement, 
Thorne 
told Judge Warren 
Urbom that if the court ruled in 
favor 
of 
the 
Indians, 
the 
western half of South Dakota 
could 
be 
condemned, 
land 
owners reimbursed and the 
property returned to the In­ 
dians. 
Or, he said, those living on 
the land could be allowed to 
remain there until their death, 
but without the right to pass on 
their property titles. 
During that time, he said, 
those who opted to stay would 
pay taxes to the Sioux nation. 
Urbom also presided over 
some of the Wounded Knee 
trials but refused to allow 
attorneys to use the 1868 treaty 
as a defense.

Power tower bomber 
gets 20-year term 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) — Amid hints there may have been 
more persons involved, "J. Hawker,” who confessed to a $1 
million extortion plot involving dynamiting government power 
transmission line towers, was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
Monday. 
David W. Heesch, 34. Beavercreek, Ore., received the 
maximum sentences of 10 years each on two counts of dynamiting 
11 Bonneville Power Administration towers between Sept. 24 and 
Oct. 18, and a two-year term for mailing a threatening letter. 
Sheila Heesch. 34, his dark-haired wife, received two five-year 
prison terms to run consecutively, for her part in their extortion 
plot to get $1 million from the BPA. 
In their extortion letters, signed ”J. Hawker,” the two also 
threatened to black out the City of Portland and burn down the 
watershed furnishing the city’s water supply. 


Prior to sentencing, U.S. Attorney Sidney Lezak asked U.S. 
district Court Judge Robert Belloni to consider further charges 
against the Heesches or consider during sentencing the pair's 
“ failure to comply with the agreement of full disclosure.” Lezak 
said his office and the FBI believed they have received 
“ something less than full cooperation from Mr Heesch Mrs. 
Heesch has not taken the lie detector test” which both agreed to 
take when they pleaded guilty Nov. 13. 
Their attorney, Howard Lonergan, brought up the question of 
other involvement in rebuttal to Lezak’s accusations. 
Lonergan said that the “less than full cooperation from Mr 
Heesch” involves a difference of opinion “as to participation of 
two other people. To his (Heesch’s) mind they did not 
participate.” in earlier court appearances, the Heesches said they 
acted along in the bombings and extortion.

Hawaii's Mauna Loa 
gives eruption signs 


VOLCANO, Hawaii (UPII - 
The huge volcano of Mauna 
Loa. the “most dangerous” in 
the Hawaiian Islands, gave 
indications 
Monday 
it 
was 
awakening from a slumber of 
nearly a quarter century 
Scientists 
at 
the 
Hawaii 
Volcanoes National Park here 
said the “ tilt,” or swelling, of 
the volcano was increasing, a 
sign 
of 
imminent 
eruptive 
activity. 
Two 
sharp 
earth­ 
quakes were followed Monday 
by more than 1,000 aftershocks 
Staff geologist John Lock­ 
wood said sophisticated terrain 
detection 
equipment 
was 
placed on the volcano’s summit 
during the weekend with the 
aid of military helicopters. 


Lockwood said the instru­ 
ments showed a “ substantial 
increase” in the tilt of Mauna 
Loa, and aftershocks from two 
strong tremors averaged about 
1,000 Monday compared to a 
normal daily average of 60. 
On Sunday, a full volcano 
alert was called but later 


canceled following the earth 
quakes. 
The tremors registered 4.5 
and 
5 
on 
the 
open-ended 
Richter Scale. Scientists called 
the 
alert 
after 
spotting a 
mysterious brown cloud over 
Mauna Loa’s summit, but later 
theorized the cloud was caused 
by dust stirred up by rock- 
slides. 
Lockwood 
said 
although 
scientists would enjoy a “ safe” 
eruption 
which 
would 
be 
viewed 
from 
this 
popular 
national park, there was worry 
about a destructive one. 
Lockwood said “ Mauna Loa 
is the most dangerous volcano 
in the Hawaiian Islands,” and 
said several key population 
centers lie in the path of 
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possible lava routes. In past 
eruptions, the red hot lava has 
destroyed virtually all in its 
way. 
The bustling town of Hilo, 


with a population of about 
20,000, is just 25 miles down the 
slope of the volcano 
From 1832 to 1950, Mauna 
Loa has erupted on an average 


of once every three years It 
has been quiet for more than 24 
years “It will erupt again,” 
Lockwood said. And we think 
sooner rather than later ”

Stabler’s selection ends a two-year hold on the award by 
O J. Simpson. Buffalo's record-setting running back 
Simpson, a runaway winner last year, had only one vote this 
season 
The Raiders finished 12-2 and were the first team to clinch 
a division title Much of the credit belongs to Stabler. He 
was second in the AFC to Anderson in passing and threw 26 
touchdown passes, by far the best in the league The closest 
to him were Joe Namath of the New York Jets and Jim Hart 
of St Louis, each with H)

tries to keep a low economic 
profile 
Money? It’s a lousy 
return on investment, say the 
owners. Why, they generate no 
more cash flow than a cookie 
company in North Carolina 
They cite figures — a piddling 
$100 
million 
of 
business 
annually. 
But 
pro 
football 
has 
permeated American culture 
because of the most concerted 
merchandising in the history of 
sports, an effort now copied by 
other sports 
And the NFL 
meticulously 
guards 
this 
bonanza, which goes far beyond 
mere 
television and 
gate 
revenues 
When 
General Mills, 
for 
instance, wanted 
use of the 
NFL logotype on premium 
promotions, it paid $20,000 for 
the 
privilege 
And 
when 
General Mills wanted to honor 
the NFL rookies of the year, 
NFL Properties insisted that 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
(for whom it is a licensing 
agent) be paid a fee for its part 
in 
selecting 
the 
winners 
General Mills, also pressured 
into buying TV time, dropped 
the whole thing this year 
When NBC wanted film clips 
for 
a 
football 
author’s 
appearance 
on 
the 
Johnny 
Carson show, the publisher 
went to NFL Films for a 30- 
second bit. NFL Films would 
provide it — for $1,000 Ed 
Sabol, the head of NFL Films, 
finally agreed to release the 
film clip for performer’s scale 
— $320. 
NFL Films has 55 full-time 
em ployes 
and 
its 
own 
production 
building 
in 
Philadelphia, 
where 
Sabol 
lives. He is the president and 
the NFL clubs are 26 equal 
shareholders. 
NFL 
Films 
grosses more than $1 million in 
profits annually. But each team 
receives only $15,000 from the 
film division (whose original 
purpose was to make highlight 
films for each club). 
“It’s a joke," said A1 Davis 
of the Oakland Raiders. 
Another commercial arm of 
the league is NFL Properties, 
whose president is Bob Carey, 
once 
an 
advertising 
and 
marketing manager for P. 
Lorillard 
tobacco. 
He 
has 
never smoked. 
Carey came to the NFL in the 
summer of 1970. “I was chosen 
at that point in time," he said, 
“because NFL Properties was 
in California and they wanted 
to move it east.“ 
NFL Properties now deals 


with 70 national manufacturers 
and 
receives 
the 
standard 
royalty of five per cent of 
wholesale 
on 
a 
range 
of 
licensed products from baby 
bibs to beer mugs. 
“Pete Rozelle, who founded 
Properties, turned down a bar 
stool in the shape of a Giant 
helmet,” 
said 
Carey. 
"He 
didn't 
want 
peoples' 
butts 
sitting on our helmets ” 
‘‘Properties’’ — as it’s known 
within the league — generates 
$5 million in business annually, 
including a publication called 
PRO which represents one- 
third of the gross 
PRO is the game program 
mandatory for all teams, who 
add their own inserts. It is 
produced by a staff of 15 people 
in Los Angeles called the 
Creative 
Division 
of 
NFL 
Properties, headed by Dave 
Boss, who once did art work for

Some doubt Sirhan's guilt 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Patricia Hearst has 
been named to share in the estimated $2 5 
million estate left by her grandmother. 
The late Millicent V. Hearst, widow of 
newspaper magnate William Randolph Hearst 
Sr died Dec 5 in New York at the age of 88 
Her granddaughter, Patricia, was kidnaped 
from her Berkeley, Calif., apartment early this 
year by members of the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, who demanded that her family set up a 
program for feeding the poor. 
After the SLA declared itself unsatisfied with 
the effort, Miss Hearst renounced her family 
and said she had joined the terrorist group. 


She was later identified as one of several 
armed persons who held up a San Francisco 
bank 
Several members of the SLA were killed by 
Los Angeles police in a shootout a few weeks 
later. Miss Hearst and Bill and Em ily Harris 
are being sought by the FB I as the last three 
members of the group 


In a front-page letter published Sunday in the 
San Francisco Examiner, Miss Hearst’s mother 
pleaded with her to give herself up and come 


home for Christmas 
Miss Hearst’s father, Randolph A Hearst, is 
president and editor of the paper 
Mrs Hearst also told her daughter that “ you 
will be saddened to learn that your grandmother 
died Dec 5 and Aunt Anita passed away Nov. 12. 
They were always inquiring about your work at 
the university. 


"We never dared tell them what happened to 
you because the doctor was afraid that they 
were too old and feeble to stand the shock.’ 
The heirs to Mrs 
Hearst’s estate were 
disclosed in Manhattan Surrogate's Court Mon­ 
day when her will was filed for probate. 


Under provisions of the will, dated April 27, 
1972, with seven subsequent codicils made be­ 
tween Oct. 27,1972, and Sept. 10.1974, about one- 
third of the estate was placed in trust for the 
benefit of Patricia’s father, his wife Catherine, 
and their five daughters —Catherine, Virginia, 
Patricia. Anne and Victoria.

R. Jr., of New York and David of Beverly Hills. 
Calif., share with their families in identical 
trusts.

A city meeting 


In a short scene played out last week 
upstairs in city hall, the Lompoc City 
Employees Association (LCEA) voted 
to 
add 
“greater 
strength ’ 
to 
its 
organization by uniting with the potent 
AFL-CIO. 
The 
proposition 
was 
discussed 
amicably 
and 
voted 
on 
following a potluck lunch. 
Beverly 
Tootle, 
LCEA 
president, 
began in her soft voice by stressing: 
“We are more powerful by affiliating 
with the AFL-CIO.’’ 
LCEA organized more than eight 
years ago Four years ago it joined 
CLOCEA, California League of City 
Employee Associations. 
CLOCEA provided LCEA with, among 
other benefits, a legal representative to 
speak for them at the negotiating table 
with the City of Lompoc. Now CLOCEA 
has 
chosen 
to 
make 
itself 
an 
“autonomous division” of the Service 
Employees International Union which is 
a division of the AFL-CIO. 
Mrs. Tootle continued: “But it does 
mean we have to vote to increase our 
dues (to CLOCEA) to $5 If we want to 
vote to raise the dues to $5 25 or higher 
and add everything over the $5 to our 
reserve fund, we can.” 
After a general discussion of the 
suggestion, Mrs. Tootle spoke again in 
favor of staying with CLOCEA and 
affiliating with the AFL-CIO. 
She said: “Before CLOCEA, a few 
brave souls went in and bargained for 
our raises and demands. ” 
Seventeen LCEA members sat around 
the long table and they had a choice of 
voting for or against affiliation with the 
AFL-CIO. 
If 
they 
voted 
no, 
then 
CLOCEA would drop LCEA in a year 
and the Lompoc employes would not 
have their representation. 
Peggy Jackson, a former member of 
LCEA, 
announced: 
“We need that 
support. And they will give us training 
sessions.” 
That was one of the other benefits. 
CLOCEA trains a nucleus of city 
employes to go in along with a legal 
representative to barter with the city. 
A new city employe asked: “Have 
they 
come 
to 
our 
negotiations 
before?”Peggy answered: “Oh yeah. 
Twice." 
A man at the end of the table added: 
“It’s just like retaining an attorney.” 


Mrs. Tootle injected: “We really 
stand to gain a lot by staying with them 
and affiliating with the AFL-CIO.” 
LCEA has 25 members. They are 
mostly clerk typists, steno clerks and 
accountant 
clerks. 
A 
few 
are 
administrative aides, engineering aides, 
and recreation leaders. 
But there are more than 25 city 
employes who are eligible to join LCEA. 
Mrs. Tootle told those present: “I feel 
we are negotiating for everyone.” 


A woman asked: “If they don’t join, 
they have to negotiate for themselves?” 
Someone clarified: “Anything we get 
they get too.” 
This is called free-loading. 
Two votes were taken. One was to 
affiliate with the AFL-CIO. It passed. 
The other was to raise dues to $5 and no 
more. It passed. 
Mrs. Tootle, relieved, said: “We will 
be re'ruiting new members as of right 
now ” 
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And if she’s going into politics, we have 
this lovely new scent called ‘Clout’!”

peoples everywhere 
The fact that this vital measure should 
come up so very late is an outrage. For 
two weary, dreary years the trade bill 
has been crawling past the legislative 
barriers, some inherent in the process, 
others thrown up by the pressure of 
lobbies that want to wall off America's 
productive system 
During all this time a hobbled United 
States has been unable to participate in 
negotiations on tariff barriers. 
And if the measure is not passed in 
this last-minute rush it will be a signal 
to our trading partners that we are 
opting out to go it alone 
That can mean rising protectionism 
everywhere. As everyone plays beggar 
thy-neighbor, a recession can become a 
depression. It happened in 1930 when the 
Smoot-Hawley protectionist tariff bill 
gave a downward push to the worsening 
economy here and in Europe. 
One way the trade act can be killed is 
by loading it with amendments. This 
will be the temptation not only for the 
opposition but for those favoring the 
measure 
seeing 
an 
opportunity 
to 
achieve some desirable end in the final 
scramble of the dying Congress 
As passed by the Senate, the bill must 
then go to conference with the House 
which acted long ago. Burdened with 
am endm ents, 
the 
p rocess 
of 
reconciliation may be impossible. 
The most powerful lobby opposing 
trade reform is the AFL-CIO. This is a 
perfect example of narrow 
trade 
unionism bent on shutting out any and 
all competing products. The theory is 
that made-in- America products priced 
to trade union wages will supercede 
foreign products now sold in U.S. 
markets. 
The ultimate result would be to shut 
off American sales abroad, although 
studies show that liberal trade creates 
more 
and 
better 
jobs 
in 
export 
industries that are lost through import 
competition. 
The principal agent for the AFL-CIO 
in the Senate is Vance Hartke, the 
Indiana mixmaster who is third ranking 
majority 
member 
of 
the 
finance 
committee. The act has floundered in 
the swamp of that committee for weeks, 
thanks in considerable part to the 
chairman, Sen. Russell B. Long of 
Louisiana. Long is adept at the tactics of 
delay, 
if 
only 
by 
simple 
inertia. 
Entrenched in his chairmanship, he has 
happily served the interests of Big Oil. 
Another reason for the delay has been 
the long controversy over the Jackson 
amendment 
calling 
for 
the 
free 
emigration of Jews from the Soviet 
Union. Senator Jackson, who also has 
AFL-CIO support in his campaign for 
the presidency, reached a compromise 
on the emigration issue with Secretary 
of State Kissinger. 
The goal, granted the Soviets live up 
to the assurance of up to 60,000 Jews 
allowed to emigrate, is tariff treatment 
for the Soviet Union comparable to that 
accorded 
America’s 
other 
trading 
partners. 
But this gives George Meany the 
shivers. 
Not only does he fear that any such 
arrangement will let in state-subsidized 
goods from Moscow but he is convinced 
that detente itself will open the way to 
Communist domination of the world. 
If the act goes down to defeat, the 
whole process will have to begin all over 
again in the new Congress. With many

indebted to the handouts of the AFL-CIO 
in the November election, the labor 
lobby will exercise even greater power. 
The threat is indefinite delay for a step 
essential to America's role in the world. 
President Ford belatedlv came out 


with a strong plea for affirmative action 
on the trade act, whether it was not only 
too late but too little the vote will show. 
In any event the decision should be 
above the partisan politics of the 
moment.

Tom McCall, presklent of Local 146, 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
was pulling some loose ends together in 
an effort to meet the J-M lockout of 
some 500 workers. The union formed an 
information committee that consists of 
McCall as chairman, and John Hannah 
and Mike McVicar as members. Their 
job, according to the men is to keep the 
community informed of the progress of 
negotiations with the company, and to 
see that the union has a good image in 
the community. One of the first projects 
was cleaning up the weeds near the 
entrance to Lompoc Cemetery. The men 
learned about the problem apparently 
through a letter to the editor in the 
Record and they thought it would be 
good to demonstrate their good faith by 
putting in some community service. 
There’ll be other projects. Since the 
current scene is a two-way street it was 
learned that Williams Bros. Markets 
have been supplying coffee and cream 
and sugar to pickets. Incidentally the 
union leadership has a strict set of rules 
written out for the guidance of all 
pickets. There’s to be no rough stuff on 
the lines, not that that had been 
contemplated and there is a ban on 
alcoholic beverages on the picket line. 
On the other side C.A. Carlson, J-M 
plant manager reported he was going 
into the meeting Thursday with the 


union and a federal mediator with 
optimism 
Carlson said the company 
had brought in about 30 sales personnel 
to help keep up production. He conceded 
that production was down since the 
company had locked its gates, but said 
the company was meeting minimal 
customer demands 
Incidentally one of the imported sales 
personnel called this reporter last week 
to philosophize on the situation It was 
his view that the union should have 
accepted 
the company’s offer. 
He 
thought the company was getting to the 
point where there wasn’t much profit 
left in the diatomaceous earth business 
He told yours truly he was working in 
the packaging department and that he 
felt a little guilty about receiving his pay 
of about $16,000 a year for filling bags 
with diatomaceous earth products. 
I also got a call from a man in New 
York who declined to identify himself 
except to say he was a salesman for a 
competitive product. All he wanted was 
to know what my assessment was on the 
length of the current impasse I had to 
tell him I didn’t know. He’s going to call 
again Friday to learn what happened in 
the 
Thursday 
meeting 
with 
the 
mediator. 
In a previous call he apologized for 
what he hoped was not an intrusion on 
me. I told him it was his nickel and to 
keep talking. Monday he was fairly 
brief. In the previous call I learned that 
New 
York 
had 
moderate, 
but 
comfortable 
temperatures 
at 
that 
moment and that it was not raining or 
snowing. That was good to hear. 
Meanwhile in other respects, students 
and school personnel were winding down 
in preparation for Christmas vacation 
beginning on Friday, and here and there 
some 
feverish 
activity 
by 
school 
personnel and others in preparation for 
the fifth 
annual Record 
scholastic 
Christmas chess tournament set for 
Saturday. A record turnout is expected. 
And come to think of it I just might call 
on some of the union forces to help me 
move 
tables 
into 
Vets 
Memorial 
Building 
Saturday 
morning. 
That’s 
always a tough job. I recall one year 
being stranded and faced with having to 
do the job all by myself, and suddenly 
Paul and Betty Thompson showed up to 
bail me out.

PHILADELPHIA - (NEA) - A 
service station operator on the nearby 
turnpike says he’s damned if he doesn’t 
and damned if he does. “Last year, 
when I only had so much gas to sell, 
customers complained that it wasn’t 
enough. This year, when 1 got more than 
I need, some of these same customers 
are saying that I’m a wastrel and 
extravagant. They stop in wanting to 
know why I’m open late at night and why 
I’m selling a premium to attract 
business. I had this one guy tell me I was 
unpatriotic and I should turn in my 
citizenship.” 
The story is a com­ 
mon one among gas 
retailers these days. 
Their public image, 
damaged 
by 
last 
year’s oil shortage, is 
ir o n ic a lly 
being 
bruised anew by this 
year’s oil surplus. The 
public cannot square 
the 
current 
retail 
business 
aggressive­ 
ness with the 
governmental pleas for conservation. 
Newspaper editorials have added to the 
popular thought that pumpmen are 
trying to get fat at the Republic’s peril. 


Apparently, though, at least some of 
the retailers are being done dirty by 
misplaced public concern. According to 
evidence gathered by the National 
Congress of Petroleum Retailers, many 
service stations are being forced by 
parent oil companies to sell like hell. 
Charles Binsted of the NCPR says he 
has a “deskfull” of documents and 
testim onies 
which 
indicate 
oil 
companies 
are 
threatening 
service 
stations with reprisals if they drop 
below various monthly sales quotas. The 
reprisals, says Binsted, “are usually 
threats to cancel the retailer’s lease, put 
him out of business 
To be sure, the companies have the 
means to do so, and often the legal right 
as well. Binsted says that prior to the 
sudden 
but 
continuing 
oil 
crisis, 
retailers often signed lease agreements 
mandating minimum monthly sales and 
even minimum business hours. During 
the oil shortage 
the quotas were 
necessarily ignored; but now, what with 
massive amounts of available fuel and 
not enough storage space, and with the

returning in the industry, the companies 
are telling dealers to move fuel or else. 


What’s best for the companies, in this 
case, is definitely not what’s best for the 
nation. Nor is it in fact always best for 
the dealers. In Washington, as example, 
Shell Oil has recently jumped on a 
retailer 
for 
falling 
below 
lease 
agreement sales of 65,000 gas gallons a 
month. Prodding the dealer, Shell has 
told him to stay open later or reduce his 
pump price. The dealer, however, says 
that neither of the suggested options 
would be personally profitable: “It costs 
too much for electricity and hired help 
to stay open late. And if I reduce my 
price I cut out my profit. What they ask 
is unreasonable, but I have no choice — 
Shell’s got all the muscle.” 


The problem of the retailer here, 
however, is nothing compared with the 
problem 
of 
the 
country. 
Meeting 
minimum quotas is no way to conserve 
oil resources; offering free glasses as 
one way to meeting that quota is another 
way of thumping the U.S. economy. Says 
Binsted: “The question is, do we want to 
conserve or not? I think the public’s 
answer is yes, but I don’t think that’s 
what the oil companies are saying.” 


As for the government’s sentiment in 
all this, Binsted adds, “We have alerted 
the Federal Energy Agency but it shows 
little concern.” 


Actually, the FEA is concerned, but 
also confused. Advised of the apparent 
conflict 
between 
oil 
company 
extravagance and the oft-stated U.S. 
policy 
of 
conservation, 
an 
FEA 
spokesman says: “Well yes, we do want 
to conserve — but we also want to keep 
pump prices down and one way to do 
that is have plenty of gas available.” 
Thus, apparently the government will do 
nothing to stop forced quota sales. 


SNAFU. Situation Normal, All Fouled 
Up. The retailers may be forgiven 
excessive sales, for they are underlings. 
The oil companies, even, can at least be 
understood as capitalistic profiteers. 
But the government? Its inaction in the 
matter is not only unforgivable, but 
further evidence that if the nation’s 
future is left solely in the hands of its 
present pygmies the nation’s future is 
hlpak 
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
